WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


With corn in its independent position the market on :that 
article can sit back and enjoy the holidays without worry as to 
conditions, waiting with all confidence until the old year has 
spent its time, and the new year comes to visit us, to score a 
further advance in prices. And so it is on the easy seat, while 
its partner—tomatoes is, to say the least, yet a little worried. 

There is an immense amount of uncertainty still hanging 
around the tomato market, and conditions are not calculated to 
dispel this. Writing under date of December oth, Strasbaugh, 
Silver & Co., in their weekly circular letter to the trade, said: 
‘*The reaction of tomatoes so long looked for and prophesied by 
the packing fraternity has evidenced itself at last. Surely, em- 
phatically and undoubtedly, there is a revival of interest in the 
festive tomato, after one of the worst tomato panics ever experi- 
enced.’’ And further on this letter continues: ‘‘During the 
past week there has been a better inquiry for decidedly larger 
quantity of tomatoes from the East than has been exhibited for 
the last twelve months. Possibly the continued buying from 
the Western centers has tended to restore confidence among the 
Eastern buyers, who have shown a remarkable lack of same ever 
since the money panic of 1907. The demand for off grade stand- 
ards during the past week strongly indicate the inability of 
Eastern buyers to obtain strictly standards at this price or any 
quantity at 2%4c. more.”’ 

And in a similar weekly circular issued by Thos. J. Meehan 
& Co., the well known brokers of Baltimore, the market is thus 
described under date of December 11th, about the same time as 
the above circular: ‘‘Developments in the tomato market here 
this week were less interesting as compared with the week pre- 
vious, but all the same they were of a character to encourage 
the holders to anticipate a broad, active market for that article 
after the new year is fairly started. It was the one active line 
of canned goods, though of course the large buying reported last 
week overshadowed the dealings in them this week. It is the 
continued buying for prompt shipment, to meet actual require- 
ments, that form the chief basis for the belief that the new year 
has something good in store for the patient owners of tomatoes, 
especially as the demand comes from all four sections of the 
country. While there has been no actual advance in the prices, 
the week closed with a decided feeling that something good is 
liable to happen at at any time in the tomato market; and it is 
not altogether a case of the wish being father to the thought.”’ 

A talk with leading canners and large holders of canned 
tomatoes finds them in a much more hopeful frame of mind than 


: 
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they were a fortnight ago. They cannot report any great 
amount of business changing hands at the present time, but 
they feel that conditions ‘have vastlyimproved and-that the out- 
look is much more cheerful than it was. There is no lack of 
confidence among these holders, for they realize that the weak- 
lings in the tomato situation have been weeded out to a large 
extent, and that the goods being held now are in such strong 
hands that they can and will be held for a price that sl ows some 
little profit; and that means for considerably better prices than 
are now quoted. 

The packers of this city are busy with the raw and cove 
oyster shipments. There has seldom been a year when the 
oysters coming to this market were of better quality than the 
present. And the consumers are getting the benefit of this im- 
provement, for despite this condition, and the fact that the great 
majority of all raw oysters are going out in individual gallon 
cans, packed with the ice around them and not in them, the 
packers seem to be vieing with each other to see who can name 
the lowest price. Never before, possibly, were such fine oystets 
shipped out at such low prices, all things considered. 

The stock being used for cove oysters is also very good and 
some quite good sized packs are being made. There are some 
few packers who are not touching cove oysters this season, but 
most of the oyster canners are taking advantage of their oppor- 
tunity and running up fair sized packs of coves. With a slight 
improvement in industrial conditions these packers should meet 
with success in this move; but they should not overlook the fact 
that the present method of shipping oysters, a method that in- 
sures to the buyers the full taste and flavor of the oyster,'is teach- 
ing the consumers a lesson they will not soon forget, and that 
as a consequence, the use of the canned oyster may not be in- 
creased by this new departure. And if this be the case, it will 
appear even more imperative that the fill of the cans be carefully 
looked to; for with a newly acquired taste, a slack-filled can of 
cove oysters will have a hard time staying ‘‘put!’’ Whereas, if 
the cans are well filled with the present quality of oysters, the 
price may counterbalance the newly acquired taste, at least in a 
very large circle of consumers, and a good trade be maintained 
for the cove variety. 

There are no changes whatever to note in the price of canned 
goods this week; demand is of the lightest, though there is al- 
ways a little going on allthe time. This is the season of rest 
for the ‘‘order men’’ in the canned goods world, and until the 
new year is turned, this condition will not change. 

The new prices on cans annnounced by the American Can 
Company and the other Companies have caused some comments. 


They are certainly low enough from the canners’ standpoint; 
for a comparison of these prices with those quoted one year ago 
shows a considerable advantage to the canners in this year’s 
prices. Taken on No. 3 regulars for instance, they were quoted 
last year at $18.40; later dropped to $18.25; then to $18; and 
finally to $17; whereas today’s quotations are but $15.50. 

Dealers in canners’ metals report business as good consider- 
ing the time of year and general conditions, and are well pleased 
with the outlook. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to *‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, December 15, 1909. 

A Blawsted Blizzard—Is what the Englishman called the kind of 
weather we have had all this week. 

Sleet, snow, rain, hail; then more sleet and begin it all over again and 
make it a continuous performance. 

Canned Meat Industry.—I heard a canned meat packer today say: 
‘*‘We meat canners must begin to anticipate the inevitable, for the supply 
of live stock for meat in this country is steadily decreasing, and the price 
is so steadily advancing that the business of meat canning and packing 


- must decline. 


ln European countries the use of meat is quite limited, and as the 
population in this country grows at the rate of a million or so a year and 
the food production does not grow proportionately the people will be 
forced ‘to use cheaper foods. 

Consequently meat packers have been reaching out into other fields of 
food preservation—poultry, eggs, butter, cheese, condensed milk, aspar- 
agus, California canned fruits, baked beans, olives, pickles, condiments, 
soaps and all the bi products of meat packing and canning have begun to 
attract their attention and effort. In fact they are gradually extending 
their scope, for they find that the canned meat business is growing inade- 
quate as an industry, to employ their enormous plants and facilities, 

Fate of Futures.—Although there is almost a vital reason to canners 
why canned goods futures should continue to be sold, the prospect for the 
continuation of the custom grows gloomier every year, and everybody is 
beginning to swear off, wholesalers and retailers, for they are tired of car- 
rying the load and having prices decline while they are doing so. This 
condition of affairs will continue and all hands will keep swearing ¢ ff and 
threatening to stop buying futures until another good stiff speculative year 
comes along, and those who carry the stock make good money. 

Then all bets will be off, and next year everybody will get back to 
buying futures again to beat a Chinese band. 

Canners’ Conventions.—Several conventions have been held by 
canned goods packers recently, giving brokers good excuses for at- 
tendiug them, and briuging packers through Chicago on their way to the 
conventions, or on their way returning. 

I have seen several packers’ lists of surplus or the unsold portion of 
their output during the week, and they are most insignificantly small and 
unattractive, as they seem to have sold off nearly every desirable product 


Befudled Brokers.—I notice that some of the brokers that write for 
the trade papers are constantly lining up jobbers and canners in battle 
array asenemies and, antagonists and arguing that jobbers are constantly 
trying to beat down thetnfyket and depreciate values. The fact is that 
the jobber changes his attitude toward the market as his stock changes. 

If he is a heavy holder he is a bull, if he is buying he is usually a bear. 
He don’t care a cuss for the canner or his welfare, and in fact don’t remem- 
ber that the canner exists. He buys and sells on the market and is alter- 
nately a bull or bear as it fits in with his interests. 

For two years past jobbers have been oftener and more persistently on 
the bear side of the market than otherwise, because prices have been de- 
clining and the jobbers have been carrying small stocks, buying in small 
quantities and frequently. 

Quality of Maine Corn.—I opened a few cans of fancy Maine corn 
today of a crack brand to show toa retailer. It was a brand of one of the 
largest packers in Maine, but not that of Burnham & Morrill Co. 

Upon my word I was ashamed to show it to the retailer. It was tough, 
ha d and flavorless, and no better than a standard Illinois corn. The re- 
tailer at once said, ‘‘Haven’t you anything better than that?’ I told him 
that I had once opened acan of Wisconsin packed Country Gentleman 
corn packed by the Hustisford Canning Co. under their Needmore brand, 
and asked him the same price for it that I did for the Maine corn, and after

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a careful and critical examination, he said: ‘‘Give me five cases of the 
Needmore brand,’’ and then I told him that the price of the Wisconsin 
corn was just ten cents per dozen less than the Maine corn, as I had been 
testing his preference on an equal basis ‘‘price for price.’? Then he said, 
‘*I would have given you ten cents more for the Needmore than for that 
Maine corn if I had to do so. 

Some Maine packers are growing entirely too careless and are losing 
their prestige as well as their customers.

Regular Monthly Meeting Canned Goods Exchange. 


The Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore held its regular monthly 
meeting on Tuesday, December 14th, and a good attendance was on hand. 

The meeting opened with a discussion of a letter received from the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce in reference to freight rates to the West, but 
this matter was not taken up in full and we have nothing to report in 
respect to it. 

A lengthy discussion then ensued in regard to the Child Labor Law of 
the State of Maryland, and the Secretary advised the members present 
that this Law would be enforced in Baltimore City during the coming 
summer, and that it would be necessary to comply with same. There was 
no objection to the law, and all present were heartily in favor of it and 
endorsed it as not only a just law, but one that would benefit the canners. 

It was pointed out, however, that while it is proposed to enforce this 
law in Baltimore City, it is, at the same time, intended to exempt the 
canners in the counties and permit them to have the children in their fac- 
tories. This was considered an unfair advantage allowed the country can- 
ners and several suggested that the Exchange go before the Legislature 
and ask that the law be made effective in the countries, the same as in the 
city, so as to put all the canners on the same terms in this respect. Mr. 
Torsch called attention to the fact that all the counties, some time ago, 
sent a petition tothe Legislature praying that the counties be exempted, 
presumably for the reason that the parents could not be secured as cannery 
help unless they were permitted to bring their chilren along. 

Mr. Strasbaugh said that his experience in this matter showed that it 
was not the country canners’ desire to have the children at the factory; 
that they were in the way; that when allowed to handle tomatoes, either 
coring or peeling, they spoiled a large proportion and were really more of 
an expense to the factory than a profit. For this reason, he said, every 
intelligent country packer would welcome a revision of the Law soas to 
prohibit any children in the factory. Considerable discussion continued 
along this line, but in the end it was decided that the approval of the 
country canners would have to be had, and the matter was referred to the 
Legislative Committee who were to report at a later time. This committee 
consists of Messrs. G. L. Shaw, H. P. Strasbaugh, George T. Phillips, and 
L A. Lord. 

President Gibbs said that he would like to have an opinion from the 
members of the Exchange on a question in respect to the selling of cans, 
by can companies, to country and other packers who are not financially

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responsible, taking canned goods (principally tomatoes) in payment of the 
bill. Members suggésted that a special meeting be called for the discus- 
sion of this subject, when all the members of the Exchange and principal 
can manufacturers could be present. 

After a lengthy discussion, carried on principally by Mr. Orem and 
Mr. Strasbaugh (Mr. Orem called the attention of those present to this 
fact), it was decided to hold the matter over for the special meeting. It 
might be well to mention here, as was done on the floor at the meeting, 
that it is not the intention or desire of the Exchange to dictate to the 
makers of cans, who have pursued this method, or to attempt to influence 
them in tneir business methods only in so far as might be possible by stat- 
ing the case plainly, both the packers’ and the can makers’ side, and 
ae the latter to do as they feel just and and equitable to all con- 
cerned. 

It was not volunteered (in so many words) by any member present 
that this method of selling cans was objectiorable, but the trend of the 
discussion showed that some of the packers felt that they had suffered on 
account of the goods taken as payment for the cans, being thrown on the 
market at a very low figure and thus breaking the market. A meeting will 
probably be called in the next week for the discussion of this subject.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, December 15.—Ketailers are doing considera- 
bly more business in canned goods than wholesalers or first 
hands. Trade over the retail counter is really better than the 
average, though it must be admitted that it has fallen off a bit 
during the past week. It seems reasonably certain to pick up 
again before Christmas. The holiday retail trade during the 
week before Thanksgiving was much more active than it is now, 
but there is a good deal of time yet before the rush may begin. 
Wholesalers are not very ardent with their orders. They are 
thinking about the inventory and what it may disclose if they 
purchase extensively, consequently business is light. Holders 
are not particularly anxious to let their goods go below regular 
quotations, but the probability is they would accept reductions 
for round lots on a firm offer. Possibly some of them have done 
so already. Such a thing is possible. 

Tomatoes.—It seems that cheap stocks of standard 3s Mary- 
land and Delaware tomatoes have been pretty closely cleaned 
up. The most active buying, as for several weeks passed has 
been in the West, jobbers in the eastern portion of the country 
taking only such lots as have been required to keep their busi- 
ness moving. Brokers who have been taking orders for No. 3s 
at 5734c. and No. 2s at 4o0c. say they are no longer certain of 
being able to confirm orders at those figures. The best prices 
quoted now are 6oc. for the former, and 42%c. for the latter. 
At these prices, however, demand is somewhat slow. There 
are buyers in the market for round lots of standard 3s at 57%c., 
but they have not yet discovered the stock. The same is true 
of No. 2s. No. 8s are not active, but are held with moderate 
firmness, and holders do not propose allowing their stock to go 
without obtaining full price, if possible. 

Corn.—The market is strong, but rather inactive. Buyers 
are unwilling, apparently, to pay the price demanded on any

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considerable quantity, and hold off on their orders on the theory 
that neglect to buy will force prices down so they can secure 
stock at their own values later. Holders so far have stead- 
fastly refused to make concessions, consequently movement is 
limited to actual requirements in most instances. The available 
quantity in first hands is small and steadily diminishing. The 
steady, though not at present urgent demands of consumption 
are cutting down the holdings of most dealers and ultimately 
promise to clean them out. One bid of 75c. for a round lot of 
Maryland Maine style was refused. Other varieties are largely 
nominal. Sales are too light to really make a market. 


Peas.—Only a small jobbing business is reported. Sales 
are made in a small way only, and business is limited in most 
instances to the actual daily requirements of purchasers. Most 
of the transactions are in the cheap grades, at that. The better 
qualities are held firmly up to quotations, and few holders care 
to make concessions, even for the sake of obtaining business. 

Asparagus.—No particular change is noted in the situation. 
Sales are made in a small way in some grades, but they are 
chiefly for immediate use. Conditions do not favor extensive 
buying for future discribution at present. 

Beans.—The market for strings is quiet, though prices are 
generally firmly held, even in a dull market. Business 1s done 
for immediate needs only, with the market firm on small lots, 
though perhaps a firm offer for round lots would secure a slight 
reduction in price. 

Apples.—No. 10s are irregular, owing to the variation in 
quality, and buyers are not always certain what they are ob- 
taining. The best goods are unchanged, with New York State 
pack quoted at $2.75, Maine at $2.25, and Maryland at $2.25, 
with here and there a sale at less, perhaps, for the purpose of 
clearing up some small holdings. Large buyers are not operat- 
ing at present, and sales are somewhat limited in consequence. 

California Fruits.—The market is unchanged. Most of the 
better grades are scarce, and holders prefer to await the turning 
of the demand before offering goods which may possibly go at 
reduced figures. They expect better prices in the future. 

Pineapples.—The market is quiet and unchanged. Sales 
are made in a small way only, and business is done for immedi- 
ate delivery. In a general way conditions have not changed. 

Salmon.—The demand for red and pink grades is unusually 
good for this season, and business is done at relatively high 
prices. A very firm feeling prevails in the market, and while it 
is still possible to buy red talls at $1.40, the more popular 
brands are held as high as $1.42% to $1.45. Sales of pinks at 
72%c. to 75c. here are reported free. Movement is almost 
wholly of a jobbing character. Chinooks are steady and sales 
are made in a small way only. Conditions are unchanged in 
sockeye, and there is a general feeling of firmness in chums. 

Sardines.—Domestic grades are without animation, so far 
as movement from first hands goes, but jobbers are making re- 
sales at concessions from current Eastport prices. ‘These sales 
are from stock they sought sometime ago at much lower figures 


than prevail now. Most movement is limited to small lots, few 
seeming to care for liberal supplies in any direction. Imported 
grades are held steady and firm under small supplies and a mod- 
erate demand. HvupDson. 


Come East, Old Man, Come East!

Dear Sir:—Solomon said in his haste ‘‘All men are liars,’’ and as the 
old story goes, the Quaker remarked to his friend that ‘‘everybody was 
dippy except me and thee and sometimes methinks thee isa little dippy 
thyself.”’ 

The ‘‘Middle West”’ is a territory all to itself, and while it is not the 
desire of the undersigned to underestimate the abilities of those who live 
within its borders and have never travelled elsewhere, at the same time 
with your kind permission, it will be appreciated if you will grant suffi- 
cient space for an exception to the writings of our mutual friend, ‘‘Wrang- 
ler,’? who, as a canned gcods buyer, is ‘‘tired of the middle man,’’ who 
thinks the commission man a ‘“‘bump on a log,’ and while he is willing to 
allow the broker to live for a little while, he reminds him he must get busy 
as a “one-armed paper hanger with the hives.’’ Verily, why all this EGO? 
It is indeed possible thet Shylock has not yet enough with three pound 
tomatoes ranging from 5§5c. to 60c.? Verily, if it were not for the commis- 
sion man and the broker, he might induce the packer to part with his 
deed for his canning factory as well. He charges the commission man 
with things he does not do; in fact, common sense would teach him that 
the commission man’s policy would be precisely contrary to what he 
proposes. 

Why should the ‘‘chattel mortgage shark ’’ propose to the borrower 
that it would be to his advantage to depreciate his collateral? If ‘‘Wrang- 
ler’? had not been so busy all his life inthe ‘‘ Middle West’? and had 
devoted a portion of his spare time to an Eastern trip and observed the 
commission man of the East as he is and as ‘‘Wrangler’’ misunderstands 
him, it is dollars to doughnuts that he would have written more wisely. 
For instance, he intimates that the commission man (who is usually a man 
of some rating at least) will not pay the swell, leak and rusty bills for the 
goods that he invoices. To this, we can only reply that if the responsible 
biller does not pay for reclamation of this sort, how could it ever be ex. 
pected by the jobber to collect from ‘‘the unfortuuate’”’ who has to chattel 
mortgage his pack in order to distribute it? ‘‘What kind of reasoning 
doth our Caesar use?’’ Is this logic, business or commion sense? 

So much for all the rest that ‘‘ Wrangler’’ has to say on this subject. 
He simply needs to come East, spend a while and be posted.

Windsor, Conn.—According to information received a week 
or so ago, the plant of the Windsor Canning Co. was to have 
closed down the first week of December for the season. 
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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., December 11, 1909. 

Shipments of canned fruits and salmon from San Francisco 
by sea continue to be very heavy, but there will soon be a de- 
cided falling off as stocks here are becoming depleted, and in 
some lines there is not more on hand than will be needed for 
Coast consumption. Most of the shipments being made at the 
present time are intended for the East, and but few foreign 
shipments have gone out of late. The principal item in the 
line of California canned fruits that is in plentiful supply is 
peaches, but the demand appears to be centering largely on this 
line at the present time, and holdings are being cut down to but 
a few varieties. There are several varieties of clings that are 
very difficult to obtain here, and freestones are about the only 
varieties in general stock. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association has not been able to dis- 
charge its vessels as rapidly as had been expected early in the 
season, but this work is now largely completed, and all of the 
vessels will soon be anchored at the Alameda yards, where they 
will be fitted out for next season’s work. Figures are now 


being compiled, showing the extent of the pack of the season . 


just closed, and these will be ready in a few days. The Asso- 
ciation for a long time has discharged its cargo at the Steuart 
Street wharf, but this season is using the Howard street pier 
No. 3. If the work on the Alameda property is carried on as 
planned at present, the bulk of next season’s pack will be dis- 
charged from the other side of the bay. While the pack is sold 
up, there is considerable salmon here, and deliveries will con- 


tinue for some weeks. The J. K. Armsby Co. reports that it is - 
still in receipt of inquiries from the East in regard to Alaska 
red salmon, and that offers of $1.25 are being made for the fish. 
However, it is unable to supply any more and attempts to pur- 
chase stocks for customers in this market reveals the fact that 
none are to be had for less than $1.27%. But very little can be 
bought at this figure, and jobbers are loth to part with their 
goods at any figure, preferring to keep a stock for their regular 
trade. If lots of any size are demanded $1.30 must be paid. 
Mr. W. E. Loucks, of this company, states that already there 
have been’a number of orders received for goods of next sea- 
son’s pack, subject to approval of opening prices. 

Pink fish are selling very well with this firm, and a big 
demand for this article is anticipated in the spring. This fish 
is still being offered at 60c., but an advance is likely to be made 
at any time as the average price seems to be 65c., and some are 
asking as high as 7oc. for choice brands. Formerly this fish 
sold largely in the southern states and in some of the foreign 
countries, but now the demand seems to be general, the scarcity 
of high-grade fish having pushed it tothe front. There is no 
special demand at the present time from the southern states, or 
much of a foreign demand, but still goods are going out at a 
rapid rate, and the question is no longer how much of a _ hold- 
over pack will be on hand next fall, but rather whether supplies 
are sufficient to last until that time. 

It is interesting to note the popularity that is being enjoyed 
by canned salmon at the present time. There is just now an 
immense amount of fine barreled salmon in storage in San Fran- 
cisco, but there seems to be practically no market for it, while 
the demand for canned salmon cannot be supplied. Even 
chums and pink salmon in cans are selling better than the very 
finest pickled fish. 


Getz Bros. & Co. are still keeping the prices on Alaska red 
salmon down to $1.25, although they acknowledge that the bet- 
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ter rates could be secured. They have no more medium red 
salmon, and expect their supplies of Alaska reds to be ex- 
hausted by the first of the year. This firm is doing the bulk of 
the export trade in pink fish at the present time, but its domes- 
tic business is by far the greatest item of the two. 

The fishing season at Gray’s Harbor, Wash., ended on 
November 25, and until December 25 there will be no packing 
done there. At that date the taking of steelheads can be com- 
menced and much activity is expected then. The season just 
closed there has been an average one. Salmon hatchery opera- 
tions in the Northwest have been very heavy during the past 
season, and all records for the take of eggs has been broken. 
State Fish Commissioner, John L. Riseland, estimates that ap- 
proximately 75,000,000 young salmon will be liberated in Wash- 
ington alone this season. 

The Ehman Olive Co. has a large force of men at work at 
its Oroville, Cal., plant pickling olives and manufacturing oil. 
The Ehman-Stow Olive Co. is also operating, and expects to 
put up about 12,000 gallons of oil in tins this season. The 
American Olive Co. is also operating, and its olives are being 
shipped to Los Angeles, where they are put up under a Los 
Angeles brand. 

In spite of extremely stormy weather, the catch of sardines 
in Monterey Bay has been good during the past two weeks, and 
the canneries have continued to operate at full capacity. The 
Monterey Packing Co. is reported to have a pack of about 750,- 
ooo cans on hand now. 


Manager C. H. West, of the Selma Canning Co., of Selma, 
Cal., is much pleased with the way the canned fruit market has 
turned out, and reports that the season’s pack is now about 
cleaned up, and that within a month’s time there will be but 
little left. About five cars a month are being shipped, and de- 
liveries will be continued until well into the spring. 

The Pacific Pea Cannery at Oakdale, Cal., has been operat- 
iug extensively this fall on pumpkins, but is now closed for the 


season. It is anticipated that the acreage of peas in the vicinity 
of the cannery will be greatly enlarged this season, as a heavy 
demand has been created for the canned article. 

The great scarcity of fresh crab in the local market has 
brought about an increased demand for the canned article, and 
this is now being used in much larger quantities than ever 
before. Some fair sized shipments have been received of late 
from the Siberian canneries, but the demand has absorbed all 
that have come in to date, and no surplus is in stock here. The 
state regulations in regard to the taking of crabs here are re- 
sponsible for the increased attention paid to the canned shellfish.

United Canners’ Association. 


The United Canners’ Association has recently been incor- 
porated in Manitoba for the purpose of taking over the interests 
of several canning factories and distributing their products in 
Western Canada. 

The company proposes to ship direct from the factories, 
options on three of which they have already secured, to a ware- 
house in Winnipeg. The O’Grady-Anderson Company, pri- 
vate bankers, are behind the scheme and they are holding a con- 
siderable portion of the stock. A prospectus has already been 
issued. For twenty years Mr. O'Grady was general manager 
of the Northern Crown Bank, resigning from that position last 
fall on account of ill-health, and later he entcred with Mr. An- 
derson into the private banking business.—CANADIAN GROCER. 


Dayton, O.—The Lowe Bros. Co. will erect a fine new 
building, six stories high, 100 by 50 feet and built of concrete. 
Work is expected to be started about February 1, and finished 
by the early summer. The latest improved canning machinery 
will be installed.

Showing the Advantages of Having a State Inspector—Much 
Favorable Criticism is Received and Given Wide 


Publicity Free of Charge. 


Hon. Epwarp K. SLATER, Dairy and Food Commissione», Minnesota, 

Dear Sir:—In conformity with the provisions of Chapter 455, General 
Laws, 1907, I have inspected the canning factories in operation this season 
in the state. 

During the season of 1908, there were seventeen factories in operation, 
one of these built and operated for the first time this season; of the fac- 
tories not operated last year three re-opened this year, while one operated 
last season failed to open for this year’s crop, making an increase in num- 
ber of two factories in actual operation. 

I submit herewith a statistical table, showing goods and amount 
packed. While the total output is not as yet large, it is an industry that 
has come to stay and will gradually expand in volume of business. The 
time will arrive when the farmer and producer will see the benefit and 
profit derived from a plant of this kind in successful operation in his near 
vicinity. 

As inspector of canneries I have used every endeavor to give managers 
and processors to understand that it is of the greatest importance and 
necessity that strict sanitation prevail in and around the factory, cleanli- 
ness observed by the help in all its departments and in the preparation of 
and work in canning. 

I am free to report that the vegetables now packed in this state are 
put up in accordance with law and under proper sanitary conditions; the 
quality of the goods packed this season is better and of a uniformity not 
before attained, which will enhance its value and insure ready and quick 
sales at remunerative prices. While the pack is not as large this year the 
prices will continue to be high with a good demand, so on the aaa it 
has been a profitable season to Minnesota packers. 

Under a provision of the law, local inspectors were appointed at some 
of the factories last season. I would recommend a discontinuance of this 
inspection as it has proven of no practical value, but in lieu of this, to 
permit the factories who desire the privilege, to allow them to have printed 
on the labels, a department certificate similar to, or to read as follows: 


‘Packed under regulations of and in 
factory inspected by Minnesota 
Dairy and Food Department.’’ 


This probably would have the tendency to do away with some preju- 
dice that still remains with some consumers against the use of canned 
foods in general. 

I may state that to: my own knowledge, that no kind of chemical pre- 
prervatives, bleachers, fillers, nor any color or chemical sweeteners are 
used in any factory; only cane sugar, salt and water are added to the goods 
when packed. This fact should be made known to the consuming public, 
and towards that end I recommend that this department issue a public 
bulletin on this business as conducted in this state. 

Occasionally we hear it urged that on the label of canned goods, should 
appear the date or year when packed. I feel that this is entirely unneces- 
sary, as it is a well known fact that these goods do not deteriorate or 
change by age, being as good and wholesome many years after they are 
packed. It would only have a tendency to retard the sale and give out 
the wrong impression that age had something to do with its quality, but 
I suggest that the cans be packed enclosing six cans in a paper carton, with 
four cartons in acase. This carton would keep the label looking fresh 
and clean and create a larger demand, as the retailer would naturally mark 
and offer the consumer these goods by the carton and would try to sell 
more by the dozen. 

I also wish to state it is necessary that the proper information be dis- 
seminated by the Canners’ Asscciation, advertising their goods, as other 
food manufacturers are doing. It would create a larger demand for this 
class of the most convenient, cheap, unadulterated prepared foods. 

I recommend the adoption of a standard on the staple products like 
corn, tomatoes and peas, either by a rule of this department, or be fixed 
by mutual agreement by the Minnesota Canners’ Association, and with 
that in view, I submit as a basis for such ‘‘Minnesota Standards,” deffini- 
tions as follows: (Here the Inspector gives standards like those appear- 
ing on back cover of THE TRADE.) 

In connection with the packing of tomatoes, will state that some cat- 
sup was put up last year, as well as this season, which was and is prepared 
without the use of benzoate of soda, or any other preservative, and it has 
been proven by these packers that this catsup did keep well without this 
preservative; it is only necessary to use better raw material and not use the 
waste from the tomatoes. 

I recommend the passage of a strict sanitary law applicable to all food 
and drink manufacturing plants, with inspection provisions as to the food 
and drinks placed on the market. 

In conclusion will state that the Minnesota Canners having fully com- 
plied with all pure food laws and regulations in preparing their goods for 
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the market, they with their industry are worthy of and entitled to the 
full support of the jobbers, dealers and the consuming public.

Enormous Rejections of 1909 Tomatoes. 


From all the information obtainable, the rejections of to- 
matoes bought as futures have this year been enormous. It 
can easily be understood why this is so when it is remembered 
that most future tomatoes were bought at 70 cents, or even 
higher, while it is possible to buy today for 5734c. Not all the 
rejections were fraudulent, however, some jobbers taking in 
the goods in spite of very large losses. In one case a jobber 
known for his straightforwardness rejected some goods which 
he bought at 60 cents, and accepted even a larger block bought 
at 70 cents. 

With only the merest handful of exceptions, the packers 
whose tomatoes were rejected without legitimate cause have 
made no effort to compel the buyers to live up to their contracts. 
In one case a Philadelphia buyer who rejected on a mere subter- 
fuge finally accepted the goods when he saw that if he didn’t 
the packer would surely sue him. A few other cases have been 
submitted to arbitration, and the decisions have in some cases 
favored the packer aud in others favored the buyer. Without 
considering these cases, however, it is true that the rejections 
of tomatoes this year have been enormous and that a large per- 
centage of them have rested on the flimsiest foundation, and 
have obviously been inspired solely by a desire to avoid having 
to pay the high price. 

If the practice of buying futures survives this year’s ex- 
periences, then it is probably immortal.—GrocrEry WorRLD. 


Bridgeport, O.—Martial law has been declared here on ac- 
count of the striking tin plate workers. Several men have been 
shot and the situation was serious the first part of last week. 

Philadelphia, Pa.—Geo. Abbott, a well-known milk dealer 
of this city, has purchased the canning factory of the Colson 
Canning Co., and will convert it into a creamery.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


There will be no machinery exhibit at the Atlantic City 
Convention, as was decided at the Louisville Convention, and as 
has been said before in these columns frequently since that 
meeting. 


But that the Machinery & Supplies Association will be a 
big. factor in the Atlantic City meeting can be absolutely de- 
pended upon. They are showing their interest in the matter 
and a desire to promote the general welfare of the industry, as 
will be seen in their offer of $100 in prizes for the best essays on 
how to promote the consumption of canned goods. 


When the Bureau of Publicity first called for subscriptions 
to the fund for the purpose of advertising canned goods, the 
supply men responded more generously than did the canners 
themselves; and in fact there is never a time when they are not 
found in the front fighting the battles of the canners. 


Sir Harry B. Strasbaugh, Knight of Aberdeen, has entered 
the lists with a challenge against the valliant ‘‘Wrangler,’’ be- 
cause of some remarks made against the ‘‘commission houses,’’ 
as related to canning factories. 
outcome—between the commission men and the great body of 
canners. 


We have been amused at some men in the canning business, 
working under this commission method, because of their 
‘‘grouch’’ over the present condition of the tomato market, for 
instance. Possessed of the one idea to get up as large a pack 
as they possibly can; heedless of existing conditions or of signs 
of approaching troubles, they rush along only to find themselves 
sinking in the mire of financial loss, and then complain of the 
canned tomato business, not of themselves. 


Interest will be divided on the . 


There have been one or two notabie malcontents before the 
eyes of the business during the past month, and it is but due 
them to say that, at least, these we have in mind do not belong 
to this ‘‘commission class.’’ In fact we are not aiming at that 
class in particular; but at that whole body of tomato canners 
who scoured the country around to get all the tomatoes they 
could get their hands on, and some of them cut the fill of the 
cans to make them go further, and now blame the tomatoes; not 
themselves, who are the guilty ones. 


They knew in many instances that the acreage was turning 
out a phenominal yield; that there were ‘‘tomatoes, tomatoes 
everywhere and not a buyer in sight,’’ and yet they kept on 
grabbing at every tomato they could reach, and stuffed them 
intocans. Why? It remains one of the unanswerable prob- 
lems. For when their attention was called to this, they an- 
swered ‘‘you’re dreaming, wake up.’’ The tomato did every- 
thing it could to tell them, but the canners were deaf to all. 
And now the poor tomato is blamed ! 


Mr. F. A. Stare’s address before the Wisconsin Pea Can- 
ners’ Association last week contains much of interest to canners 
of that article. But the feature of greatest importance was the 
spirit displayed to give freely of any information which experi- 
ence had taught. The old packers were anxious to give their 
experiences as a help to the newer packers, with the idea that 
in order to elevate the general quality of canned peas in Wis- 
consin, all canners of peas must know how. This is the spirit 
that must win out. 

Now is the chance for some of our brainy men to come to 
the front with a good plan to promote the consumption of 
canned goods. The amount of the prize at stake should be a 
small consideration in comparison with the results that would 
be obtained from a well developed plan of advertising. This is 
a game in which all will win if the thing can be done success- 
fully, and where is thefman who can say that it cannot be suc- 
cessfully done? The one great thing that canned goods have 
ever needed has been advertising—not advertising to the grocers 
or the wholesalers, but advertising that will go into the homes; 
into the hands of the housewives of the country, and so create a 
desire for some of the good things that are to be found in cans. 


Let every man wrack his brain for some good idea along 
which this desired end may be reached, at the lowest expense 
and with the quickest results. Remember it is the consumcrs 
you want to reach, and not the dealers. If the consumers de- 
mand your line the dealers will have to handle them ; so do not 
figure upon any intermediate method, but upon some direct one, 
which will bring direct results. 

In connection with this it might be well to remind canners 
that because they have contributed to the general fund for this 
advertising of canned goods, they must not think that they can 
cease all personal efforts. 


There should be more work done now of a personal nature 
than ever before. The National Association is but advertising 
canned goods as a general article of food; the individual packer 
must make himself known as a packer of these canned goods. 
This campaign means that the individual must exert himself in 
every way possible; first as to the conduct of his factory, that 
every one may speak well of it; secondly, that the quality of 
his goods be always as represented, and likely, therefore, to cre- 
ate that ‘‘some more’’ feeling with the consumer. Remember 
you are advertising a staple article, a principle, if you wish, the 
principle of eating canned foods, as contrasted with the market- 
stall products—and this being the case you must aim to build 
permanently, and not merely for the day. Cleanliness and 
quality must be the foundations of such a structure. 
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U. S. Canning Company Branching Out. 


According to reports and notices in the papers of Lockport, 
Geneva and Rochester, N. Y., the United States Canning Co., 
with head offices at Fredonia, N. Y., has purchased all the fac- 
tories of the defunct Erie Preserving Co., located in New York, 
and one in Canada. The deal includes the good will of the 
Erie, all the stocks on hand, the labels and, of course, the 
machinery. The plants purchased include those at Brant, 
North Collins, Irving, Model City, Lockport, N. Y., and 
St. Catherines, Ont., Canada. It has also recently purchased 
the Akron Manufacturing Co., at Akron, Ohio, and a factory 
at Rome, N. Y. All of these plants are expected to be put in 
operation the coming season. 


Mr. Fred. J. Strong is secretary and assistant treasurer of 
the company. 


Canners’ Amalgamation in Canada. 


The independent Canadian canners have again the matter 
of amalgamation under discussion, but up to the present noth- 
ing definite, so far as can be learned, has been arrived at. 


In discussing the situation with The Canadian Grocer, a 
wholesaler closely in touch with the independent canners, stated 
that he did not think the amalgamation would be effected. 


He said that although it apparently was the wish of most of 
the individual canners to see the amalgamation, the trouble lay 
in making the terms satisfactory. For instance, it was under- 
stood, he said, that the promoters of the proposition desired the 
canners to take stock in the new concern to the value of their 
manufacturing plants and properties, but that they wanted to 
sell outright. If the amalgamation was put through this diffi- 
culty would have to be overcome.—CANADIAN GROCER. 


WISCONSIN PEA PACKERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Fifth Annual Convention Held at Milwaukee, Decem- 
ber 8 and 9, 1909. 


As announced in THE TRADE of the 3rd inst., the fifth an- 
nual meeting of the Wisconsin Pea Packers’ Association was 
held in Milwaukee, Wis., in the parlors of the Republican 
House on Wednesday and Thursday of last week, December 8 
and 9g. 

The officers of the Association were happy on account of 
the excellent attendance, and a general good feeling was the 
order of the entire meeting. Mr. Clinton G. S. Price, assistant 
city attorney of Milwaukee, was obliged to take the place of the 
Mayor, and welcomed the canners to the city, and during his 
short talk he brought several hearty laughs and concluded by 
saying he hoped the 1911 Convention of the National Canners’ 
Association would be held in the new Auditorium of Milwaukee. 

President W. C. Leitsch remarked, before making his an- 
nual address, that ‘‘some men can and some cannot, but we have 
men here who can,’’ and complimented Secretary Voigt on his 
excellent work. In his address the president reviewed all the 
important points regarding the seed used, the time to sow, the 
boxes, the cans of extra coated tin plate and the label on the 
can. All his suggestions were for quality; work always for 
quality and quantity will come in time. 

Mr. Hoffman, a big Milwaukee jobber, made an excellent 
address, defending the use of the jobbers’ private label, and as- 
serted that it was his impression that his company’s labels had 
saved his business and made it what it is today. In conclud- 
ing his address he stated that quality had made his business; 
would make any canner a business who would insist on canning 
‘‘quality’’ canned goods. Mr. Hoffman had much praise for 
the work of the Publicity Bureau, and thinks every canner 
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should support it. Following Mr. Hoffman, State Food Chem- 
ist J. Q. Emery’s paper was read by Secretary Voigt, 
Mr. Emery not being able to attend on account of illness in the 
family. Mr. Emery’s paper consisted of quotations from the 
state law, referring to canning factories, and proceeded to ex- 
plain such points as might not appear entirely clear to the 
canners, 

One of the best papers read at the meeting was that of 
Mr. F. A. Stare, of Columbus, Wis., which was as follows: 


In the first place, I would say that I believe one of the 
things of great importance, if not the thing of most importance, 
that confronts the pea packer today is the quality of the Alaska 
seed. 

No man, regardless of his equipment or other conditions, 
can pack high class peas unless he receives high class peas to 
pack, and no man can grow and deliver high class peas unless 
he is provided with high class seed; and I, for one, am some- 
what of the opinion that a great deal of the Alaska seed of 
today lacks a great deal of being high class seed, and, therefore, 
unless something can be done to secure a better strain of Alaska 
seed than has been common for the last year or two, I am 
afraid that not only the new packer, but also the experienced 
packer, will have a hard time to maintain high quality in his 
product. 

One of the things of great importance in the production of 
high class peas is that of having them planted in such a way 
that the peas, when delivered to the factory, will continue to 
arrive, day after day, in as nearly uniform a condition as pos- 
sible, and various methods are in use at different plants to 
accomplish this result. 

I know of one large concern which operates factories in 
two states, who arrange no planting schedule whatever, but 
allow their growers to put in their seed at any time, and in any 
quantity that they may desire, claiming that there are always 


enough early fellows and always enough late ones, and always 
enough variation in the ground, so that a natural and steady 
delivery results without any planning or worry. But it strikes 
me that this method is not the proper one, for it would almost 
surely result ina terrible congestion at the plant, and conse- 
quent overworking of men and machinery at certain periods, 
and corresponding slack time at other periods; and it would 
seem to me that it would be a very difficult matter, if not a 
total impossibility, to keep up the quality under these condi- 
tions. 

There is one small concern in this state that has worked 
out a satisfactory plan which I shall try to describe. 

Assuming that they are going to have 300 acres, they will 
distribute this out to fifteen or twenty growers, of from ten to 
fifty acres each, and instead of dividing the acreage into small 
plantings of a few acres each, at intervals of a few days apart 
for each grower, this company arranges for ten or twelve acres, 
or whatever amount they might decide upon, to be planted (in 
one field) at once, each day, and when it comes to time to de- 
liver the peas they arrange these growers into groups, some- 
thing like thresher groups, to help each other. 

Each grower places himself and his men and teams under 
orders from the company, and when the peas in Smith’s field 
are ready, the company orders Brown and Jones to be there 
with so many teams, and Smith’s field is hauled in to the fac- 
tory on a certain day. 

On this particular day they are receiving peas from no- 
where else and, therefore, they are of uniform quality; and the 
next day it may be that Smith, Jones and Thomas are to haul 
from Brown’s field, and here again we have uniform quality, or, 
at least, peas from one field only. 

This method seems to have some advantages over others, in 
that the peas are all from one field, which is more apt to give 
uniform quality than if the same quantity of peas were being 
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delivered from three or four fields; but on the other hand, this 
method can be applied only to the small packer with a small 
acreage. 

Of course, the large factories who grow all of their own 
crop on their own farms can maintain uniform quality by keep- 
ing the control in the cutting, and by harvesting in large crews, 
so that they are receiving peas from one field only. 

The method that we use, and which has proven quite suc- 
cessful, is that of arranging a planting schedule which is based 
upon experience derived from the records of previous years. 

We have found that it is possible to get a crop planted in 
such a way that we have been able to have practically steady 
running throughout the packing season, and at the same time 
to maintain avery uniform average of quality for the greater 
portion of the season 

_ For two years we have charted the results of our planting 
schedule, showing the date of planting and the date upon which 
delivery began of every patch of peas planted by individual 
growers, and these charts show very clearly by colored lines 
representing the different varieties, just what we have accom- 
plished. 

I do not mean to give the impression that we have anything 
like absolute control over conditions, but that we know in a 
general way the condition of the soil in our locality, and that 
by referring to these charts we are able to get our crop planted 
in such a way that our packing is more easily handled and the 
quality is more uniform than we have observed at some other 
places. 

Our growers seem to have confidence in our arrangement 
of matters, for as a rule they are willing to plant the crop at 
the time stated by us, but, of course, we consult their prefer- 
ence somewhat. 

In order to facilitate matters and make the control some- 
what simpler, we have the grower prepare his seed-bed, but we 
do the actual planting ourselves. 


A few years ago we planted everything ourselves, but we 
have grown considerably, and many of our growers now grow 
on a scale large enough to have drills of their own; but they 
work under the schedule just the same as if we were still doing 
the planting for them. 

We grow about one-half the crop ourselves on land that we 
own, and, of course, our own planting is all under schedule as 
well as the planting of the growers, but the charts exhibited 
include only the plantings of the growers. 

When the time comes for delivery we have the peas brought 
in on order, and not only state what day they are to come in, 
but also the hour; and asa result of this plan it would be un- 
usual if you would find more than six or eight loads in our yard 
at any one time waiting to get to the viners. 

We do this for several reasons; first, there is no advantage 
in a man cutting his peas whenever he pleases and then waiting 
along the road or in the yard for three or four hours to get his 
load off;, but, on the other hand, it is a great disadvantage, as 
the peas will not be as nice and fresh, and it causes congestion 
in the yard and loss of time to the farmer and a great deal of 
dissatisfaction generally. 

We find that he likes it much better if we tell him to be 
there at 8 o’clock with three loads and again at 11 o’clock with 
three loads and he comes and finds he does not have to wait, 
but he goes in the shed promptly, and the result is much fresh- 
er peas and more general satisfaction and much easier 
handling than any other way. 

We buy our peas on a sliding scale of prices, which does 
more to secure uniformity than a great many of you may sup- 
pose. 

If we were paying a flat price of 2 cents per pound, as we 
understand some of you are, we should expect to see an occa- 
sional grower who would bring them in nice and green, as we 
told him to, and he might get 1,500 pounds, or $30 per acre, 
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but his neighbor might not be able to get into his field prompt- 
ly, or might not have teams enough to handle his crop prompt- 
ly, and he might find when he got through that his peas 
weighed 2,500 pounds to the acre and that he got $50 per acre 
instead of $30. The result would be that finally everybody 
would want to hold his peas out as long as he could, because he 
would get 2 cents per pound for them, and the longer he held 
them the heavier they would be and the more money they would 
bring, and that is what he is working for anyway. 

We know how this would be, for we used to buy them that 
way ourselves years ago, and after a year or two of it we de- 
cided that if we were going to pack high-grade goods we had to 
devise means of getting high-grade goods to pack, so we hit 
upon this plan at that time and have not changed it since. 

The green peas are divided in grades based upon the per- 
centage of small size peas. 

We have a small test grader in the viner shed, and 50 
pounds of peas are taken from each load and passed through 
this grader, and if 50 per cent or more of the peas will pass 
through a No. 3 sieve, and the peas are strictly fresh and tender 
they are given A grade and are paid for at 2%4c. per pound; if 
40 to 50 per cent pass through the sieve and are otherwise fresh 
and tender they are given B grade and are paid for at 2%c.; if 
35 to 40 per cent pass through they are given C grade and are 
paid for at 2c.; and from 30 to 35 percent, D grade, and are 
paid for at 134c.; and if 25 to 30 percent, E grade, and are 
paid for at 134c. 

We pay for the sweets in the same way, excepting that we 
use a No. 4 sieve, and the highest grade is paid for at 2c. per 


pound, and the graduations are one-eighth of acent per grade 
instead of 4c. per grade, as on Alaskas. 

The result of this plan has been that our average cost of 
peas is about 2c., but that a large proportion of them cost us 
more than that, and some of them cost us less than that, but we 
do not get many or the lower grades. 


Now, in order to maintain high quality on this plan or any 
other plan, I believe it is very necessary that you have very 
large capacity at the plant. For example, we have a three-line 
plant and do not pack more than 1,000 acres, while there are 
many three-line plants in this state that are handling an acreage 
much larger than this, and there are other plants in the state 
that are packing nearly this acreage on only two lines. 

It would be almost impossible to stay ahead of our crop, as 
we try to do, unless we had reserve capacity to use when neces- 
sary. 

lf these three lines were kept busy all the while, we would 
undoubtedly reduce our labor cost per dozen, but we are quite 
sure that it would not give us the same high quality that it is 
possible to secure where we have capacity in excess of our usual 
requirements. 

So it seems to me that if there is to be an endeavor to 
secure a uniform high-grade quality it is very desirable to limit 
your acreage tu what you can do easily with the machinery you 
have, or else increase your mechanical equipment to such a 
point that you can take care of your larger acreage without 
having to hold back the crop; or, in other words, balance your 
equipment so that you are always ahead of your crop and are 
always in position to take more peas rather than be behind 
your crop, and having to hold some of the peas back. 

In my observations in different plants throughout the coun- 
try there is one thing that has probably attracted my attention 
more than anything else, and this is the lack of water. In my 
opinion it is very important that peas be washed thoroughly, 


and in order to wash them thoroughly I believe they have to be 
washed several times. In several of the factories that I have 
had the pleasure of going through I have observed that the one 
washing given the peas was a little bit of sprinkling in a squir- 
rel cage, sometimes before the grading, and sometimes after the 
blanching; but in some factories they were washed both before 
grading and after blanching. 
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But it is not a case of how many times they are washed as 
much as how thoroughly they are washed, and undoubtedly one 
good washing would be just as satisfactory as several small 
washes, but I want to say that we wash six times, and they are 
thoroughly washed, too. No amount of care and attention in 
other directions will make up for the lack of washing. 

I visited a large factory not long ago in whicn there are five 
lines of pea machinery which had rather a peculiar arrange- 
ment, which I will describe and will leave you to draw your 
own conclusions. 

This plant has its viners in groups of three viners each, and 
instead of setting side by side they are set one in front of the 
other, and it was therefore necessary for three loads to be deliv- 
ered at the same time, from the same grower, as the peas from 
these three machines are all weighed together in automatic 
weighers. 

The peas are all gathered up in a conveyor, which is a large 
iron trough filled with water, with chain and scrapers running 


toward the end. The peas from the three other groups are 
gathered up the same way and the peas from the twelve viners 
are finally discharged into one conveyor, which conveys them 
into the factory building, where they go direct into the 
blanchers. 

Thus you see there must be a uniform blanching of all sizes, 
conditions and quality of peas. 

Then from the blancher the peas go to the grader and all 
the grading and picking is done after the peas are blanched. 
From here on the process is about the same as that employed by 
the rest of us. 

This arrangement struck me as being rather unique and 
may have some decided advantages, but Ido not care to com- 
ment upon it, one way or the other. 

There is one thing that I observe particularly in the new 
factories, and that is lack of knowledge or care to the proper 
filling of the cans. 


There may be some who get slack-filled cans, but my criti- 
cism is in the other direction. Possibly it is not known to some 
of our new friends in the business, but it is necessary that we 
make proper allowance for expansion of the contents while 
undergoing process, and we therefore must gauge the fill of the 
can to allow for this. 

I do not know of any set rule that can be strictly followed, 
but I will say that it isa very important thing, and the only 
way that we have found to keep this matter of fill JusT RIGHT 
is to keep watch of it constantly. 

We have one man whose particular duty is to watch this 
feature, and he is instructed to cut caus with great frequency, 
and he probably cuts eight or ten an hour, after they have been 
through tke retorts, in order to watch the matter of fill; and in 
addition to his watchfulness this is one thing that receives at- 
tention from some of the rest of us very frequently. 

I feel free, too, to call attention to one thing that is noticed 
by strangers quicker than anything else. I refer to lack of 
general and personal cleanliness abcut the plant—the floors; the 
yard; the machinery; the use of tobacco; have your factories 
well lighted, well ventilated, kept clean; the floors scrubbed all 
the time; keep accumulations hauled off constantly; have no 
smells; have lavatories and see that they are used. 

Another thing that has been noticed in the different plants 
is the method of caring for the goods in the warehouse. Of 
course, most of the packers, large and small, now store in cases, 
although there are still a few whopile in the old-fashioned way, 
in which the goods are laid on the side in great rows stretching 
across the floor and five or six feet high, and after being allowed 
to remain in this position for a few weeks they are then put into 
cases and stored away. 

I can see no advantage in this way of handling, although 
there may be some that I am not aware of. It has always 
struck me as being useless expense and a great waste of room.

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But the thing that should not be overlooked is some way of 
keeping track of your product in such a way that they can be 
gone through and given a definite grade before shipment. For 
example, one factory that I know of has 3,500 cases of No. 3 
Alaskas on hand today, and I have seen samples from the stock 
that were very nice, indeed; but the pile of 3,500 cases includes 
the goods packed on fifteen or eighteen different days, and there 
is no way of telling one from the other. 

I mention this great oversight in particular, for eave is no 
buyer who would want to run the chance of buying a block of 
goods made up of a lot of odds and ends, if he knew it, except 
at a low price, and these goods could much more easily be dis- 
posed of, and greatly to his advantage, if the packer couid say 
there are 500 of lot number so and so and 400 of lot so and so, 
and so on through the pile. 

So to the new man who is looking for information I would 
say that it is very important that you keep your stock in such 
a way that each different size, for each different day, can be 
kept account of either by a distinctive mark upon each case or 
at least with the pile tagged or otherwise made a matter of 
record; and that they can be separated one from the other. 

If there is anything that I have touched upon that has 
proven of interest to any of you, and you wish to inquire fur- 
ther about it, I will be glad to take the matter up before the 
Convention has passed into history. 

It has been a pleasure to address you, and I thank you for 
your close attention. 

A free discussion of the many important points touched 
upon in this address followed; and it is to be remarked, to the 


credit of these canners, that matters of personal interest were 
freely offered for the enlightenment of their fellow canners. 


There are in Norway about forty factories engaged in can- 
ning sardines, and it is estimated that during a good season 
50,000,000 tins of 20 to 24 fish each are packed.
